Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiners concede that there is a difference between the 
instant invention and the prior art patents issued to Groshens et al., Hynek et al., Drelich et al., and Schabert et al. The 
patent issued to Groshens et al., Hynek et al., and Schabert et al., teach a fusible interlining comprising a backing layer 
coated with a layer of heat activated adhesive. The patent issued to Drelich et al,, also teaches a fusible interlining 
comprising a backing layer, however, the adhesive layer is in granular form. The intstant invention on the other hand, 
comprises a batting, which by definition is distinct from a lining or a fleece material, which is a thinner, less dense type 
of material then fibrous batting.The patent issued to Barhite, however, does disclose a uncompacted filler bat that is 
suitable for use as cushioning and insulation. Barhite teaches coating all or a portion of the fibers with an adhesive and 
that specifically the quilting of comoforters can be achieved by heat sealing techniques. With respect to this reference, 
the Applicant's agreed to review the present claims and amend to overcome this reference. The Examiners suggested 
limiting the fiber types since Barhite discloses that the batting also includes feathers .
